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Car salesman’s error ends 
up netting him a cool £50k 


A HARLOW car salesman is 
celebrating his good fortune after 
winning more than £50,000 by 
accident. 

Lee Kirk, 54, had intended to 
buy a ticket for the National 
Lottery draw for Wednesday, 
January 28 but bought a ticket for 
the previous day’s EuroMillions 
instead. 

It turned out to be the best 
mistake of his life as he scooped 
£50,396 in the draw. 

“I was sure it was Wednesday 
and thought it was the Lotto draw 
that night,” said Mr Kirk, who 
works at the Ken Brown Motors 
showroom in Potter Street. He did 
not realise his error until the next 
morning when he was put right by 
wife, Lorraine. 

The couple, who have been 
married 26 years, then excitedly 
tried to confirm the news, and 
when Mr Kirk called lottery 
organisers Camelot, he realised 
his dreams had come true. 


“I checked it on my iPad and 
realised I’d got five numbers,’’said 
Mr Kirk, who lives in Stevenage. 
“When it was confirmed, I 
couldn’t stop smiling. 

“The win will bring us so much 
joy. When I told my daughter, she 
was screaming and was kicking 
her legs in delight.” 

Despite his win, Mr Kirk said 
he is “still hungry” to sell cars 
and will carry on playing the 
Lottery. 

As a car salesman, he has 
naturally put some money aside to 
buy two cars - a Kia Picanto 
model for his wife and a Kia Rio 
for his son. 

“My son phoned up and asked if 
I could upgrade his car,” laughed 
Mr Kirk. “I’ll probably spend a bit 
doing up our house as our 
bathroom and guttering needs 
seeing to.” 

Mr Kirk said he has played the 
Lottery for years, but never 
bought a ticket “religiously”.

660 NEW SCHOOL 
PLACES PROMISED 

Town to get 22 additional forms of entry under county council plans

HUNDREDS of school places will 
be created in Harlow over the next 
five years as part of multi-million 
pound proposals by County Hall. 

Essex County Council’s cabinet 
has supported plans proposed in 
the 2015/16 budget report to spend 
almost £70m on school projects, of 
which approximately £55m will be 
spent on creating new school 
places. 


The budget report, which will be 
rubber-stamped by the full council 
this month, outlines plans for edu¬ 
cational spending to support the 
creation of more than 3,000 new 
school places across primary and 
secondary schools. 

In Harlow an additional 10 forms 
of entry, equivalent to 10 additional 
classes or 300 places a year, will be 
created over the next five years. An 
additional 360 school places (12 
forms of entry) will be created for 
secondary education in the town. 


A recent survey conducted by 
New Schools Network found that 
two-thirds of Essex parents would 
welcome a new school in their com¬ 
munity. 

Unable 

And the local authority still owns 
a 25-acre site in Tendring Road, 
which used to be home to Pass- 
mores School until it relocated in 
2011. 

But County Hall says it is unable 
to give further information on the 


exact location or nature of the addi¬ 
tional places before consultations 
have begun with schools, staff, par¬ 
ents, children and the community. 

Councillor Ray Gooding, cabinet 
member for education and lifelong 
learning, said: “This funding will 
allow us to create much-needed 
school places in specific areas of 
need. 

“It is well documented that in 
certain areas of the county we need 
to create additional places due to 
population increases. 


“We have worked hard over a 
number of years to create addi¬ 
tional places and are on track to 
create some 900 new reception 
places for September 2015. 

“The proposals backed by cab¬ 
inet this week will help us to con¬ 
tinue this good work and ensure 
over the next five years we continue 
to make places available in good or 
outstanding schools to ensure chil¬ 
dren can reach their full potential 
through education and are given 
the best start in life.”

Civic society honours pioneer of health centres

A PIONEERING doctor who set up Harlow’s 
first GP surgery was honoured when a blue 
plaque bearing his name was unveiled outside 
the Nuffield Health Centre. 

Dr Charles Taylor, who died in 2012 at the age 
of 90, opened the town’s first medical practice in 
1951. 

Having previously worked in Old Harlow, Dr 
Taylor played a key role in pioneering the 
medical care during the early years of the new 
town back in the 1950s. 

As the population grew, he worked with Lord 
Stephen Taylor and the Harlow Development 
Corporation to set up the UK’s first NHS health 
centre at Haygarth House. 

The success of the project led to further health 
centres being established at Sydenham House, 
Addison House and Nuffield House in The Stow, 


where Friday’s unveiling ceremony organised 
by Harlow Civic Society took place. 

Among those who attended were Dr Taylor’s 
son Hugh, former colleagues, Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon, Labour parliamentary can¬ 
didate Suzy Stride and civic society mem¬ 
bers. 

Mr Halfon said: “Dr Taylor showed the 
values that make Harlow so special - aspir¬ 
ation, achievement, opportunity and public 
service. 

“It was also wonderful that his family were 
able to attend the event.” 

Civic society chairman and former Harlow 
MP Stan Newens said “Health centres are a 
particular achievement of Harlow and Dr 
Taylor pioneered the idea.” 

Dr Taylor was also a keen tennis player and 
geologist who found many Roman artefacts at 
his Felmongers home after discovering it had 
been built on a Roman villa.

Pair who took 
golf buggies 
on a joyride 
avoid prison 

TWO young men who left behind 
a trail of damage after they went 
for a joyride on two motorised 
buggies around a golf course in 
Harlow have narrowly avoided 
being sent to jail. 

James Seaton, 21, of Barley 
Croft, Harlow, and Darrel Swann, 
18, of Carters Mead, Harlow, 
were found guilty at an earlier 
hearing of causing damage to 
putting greens and a cricket 
pitch at Canons Brook Golf Club 
and aggravated vehicle taking. 

When they returned to 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court 
on Monday to hear their fate 
they were told by chairman of 
the bench Anthony Brock the 
offences were so serious they 
could have been sent to prison. 

But instead they received 18- 
month community orders with a 
condition that they attend a 
Thinking Skills programme and 
carry out 40 hours of unpaid 
work. They were also 
disqualified from driving for 12 
months and ordered to pay £150 
compensation, £325 costs and a 
£65 victim surcharge. 

During the earlier hearing the 
court was told the police 
helicopter was launched to join 
the search after a local resident 
reported seeing the pair driving 
the buggies across the course in 
the early hours of the morning. 

They then drove the buggies 
through the underpass in 
Elizabeth Way. 

Seaton and Swann were 
eventually found in nearby 
woodland hiding inside giant 
tractor tyres. 

Swann had on him ignition 
parts which he had removed 
from the golf buggies. 

Both vehicles sustained 
damage in the incident last July. 

Jane Mirwitch, representing 
Swann, said he admitted he had 
committed the offences and was 
willing to accept the sentence of 
the court. 

She said he also wanted to 
express his regret. 

She said the pair had been 
“joyriding” around the golf 
course and had caused damage 
but they had not stolen the 
buggies.

AN elderly man who was involved in a 
road accident in Old Harlow on Sat¬ 
urday later died after it is believed he 
suffered a heart attack.

Car park fines fury 
as row rumbles on 

Firm responds to MP's accusation it is fleecing drivers

THE firm that operates the 
multi-storey car park at Harlow 
Town station has offered to meet 
MP Robert Halfon after he acc¬ 
used them of “fleecing” drivers 
by fining them for using premi¬ 
um rate bays which he said were 
poorly signed. 

A number of car owners com¬ 
plained to Mr Halfon after they 
received penalty tickets for 
using the restricted bays on level 
three of the NCP car park . 

Motorist Michael Walpole, 66, 
has lodged an appeal against his 
£75 fine which he received on 
January 20. He has yet to hear 


back from the firm. 

“I found myself with a parking 
ticket despite paying what I 
thought was the correct fee,” he 
told the Star. “It was unbe¬ 
known to me I needed a permit 
as the signage was completely 
inadequate. I’m determined not 
to pay the fine. 

“Mr Halfon has been excellent 
in bringing attention to this 
issue but it is a great challenge. I 
wrote a letter to NCP the day 
after I was fined and I used the 
words they had written in a let¬ 
ter to Mr Halfon - ‘the last thing 
we want to be doing is issuing 
fines to customers for genuine 
human error’.” 

He added: “I went back to the 


car park and I could see five or 
six cars parked in level three had 
been fined. It’s a cash cow.” 

After Mr Halfon raised the 
issue in Parliament last week, 
NCP responded to defend the 
clarity of the car park signage 
and offered to meet him at the 
car park to discuss the matter 
further. 

In a statement released on 
Tuesday, it said: “Staff patrol the 
site regularly to ensure that cus¬ 
tomer who park in the restricted 
area refrain from doing so in 
future. 

“We have markings on the 
ground in front of all bays that 
explain which spaces are restric¬ 
ted. There are large yellow signs 


in place when entering the car 
park. 

“We have reviewed again all 
our restricted bay markings, 
which have been refreshed in 
the last eight weeks and believe 
these to be very clear.” 

The statement continued: “We 
will continue to review the situ¬ 
ation over the coming days and 
have emailed Mr Halfon suggest¬ 
ing that we meet him at the car 
park to discuss the matter.” 

When Mr Halfon raised the 
issue in Parliament, the Leadser 
of The House of Commons Wil¬ 
liam Hague responded that 
charges were a “commercial 
matter” but said he would pass 
on his concerns.

A VILLAGE playground which 
was created after a group of mums 
raised £30,000 to pay for it was off- 
limits to children this week after 
vandals littered a slide with 
broken glass and daubed equip¬ 
ment with graffiti. 

The yobs struck at the play area 
on North Weald Common near the 
village hall at the weekend. 

As a result of the vandalism the 
gate to the playground was 
chained and padlocked to prevent 
youngsters from using it. 

It took charity group North 
Weald Mums more than a year to 
raise the money they needed to 
create it. In a statement posted on 
Facebook after the damage was 
discovered on Saturday they said 
they were angry and upset. 

“We sadly need to report that 
not only has the new playground 
in North Weald had graffiti 
sprayed on it, someone has had 
the audacity to put glass into the 
top of the slide,” it said. 

“Words just don’t convey the 
upset and anger we mums feel, as 
do many families. We are there¬ 
fore going to continue our fun¬ 
draising towards installation of 
security measures to help deter 
and monitor such cruel acts of 
vandalism.” 

Councillor Cyril Hawkins, 
chairman of North Weald Bassett 
Parish Council, said he was “lost 
for words” when he heard about 
the damage. 

“After the hard work that has 
been put in by all the mums it is so 
disappointing,” he fumed. “It is so 


dangerous - to break glass and put 
it up on the slide is terrible. The 
little ones could slide down and 
rip their legs to pieces. 

“It has taken the mums loads of 
fundraising and functions to get a 
nice play area and now it has been 
vandalised. It is such a shame 
because it has not been done by 
those who use it properly.” 

Another councillor said the 
council would now be carrying 
out a regular inspection of the 
play area. 

He said: “On Saturday I had a 
phone call to say the area had 
broken glass on and under the 
equipment. In my opinion the 
glass was broken and purpose¬ 
fully wedged into the equipment 
so that if someone had used it they 
would have been in a terrible 
state.” 

The statement from North 
Weald Mums continues: “We’ll be 
in touch with more details soon of 
our events to raise funds, but in 
the mean time we ask folks to be 
vigilant, report back any con¬ 
cerns to us and the parish coun¬ 
cil. 

“We should not let the one or 
few disrespect the hard work of 
the local mums and community 
support for their endeavours. As a 
community we need to not let the 
one or few spoil it for the many.”

Residents’ anger at 
council tax increase 


Rise will generate £100k to switch on

PLANS to raise council tax to 
pay for street lights to be 
switched on across Harlow has 
been met with anger from some 
residents. 

Areas of the town have been 
plunged into darkness for five 
hours every night since last 
March as part of Essex County 
Council’s policy to save money. 

Under budget plans revealed 
last month, the district’s share 
of council tax will be increased 
by 1.5 per cent to generate the 
£100,000 needed to fund the 
switch-on. 

But residents took to social 
media to complain about the 
lack of consultation over the 
move and the additional cost to 
taxpayers. 

“Interesting that council tax 
going up to pay for lights but no 
decrease in tax when they were

turned off,” said Karen Loader 
on Facebook. 

However the council say the 
move is in response to resid¬ 
ents’ concerns about safety dur¬ 
ing the midnight to 5am 
blackout. 

Resident Nick Graham 
added: “Do we really need more 
light pollution, more council 
tax, do we really need to go back 


to streetlights glaring in our 
windows all night? If anything, 
putting the lights on will 
increase crime- burglars need 
light to work by.” 

But Cllr Jon Clempner, leader 
of the Labour-run district coun¬ 
cil, told the Star: “We know now 
from petitions, from the budget 
consultation conducted by the 
council, from the many conver¬ 
sations we’ve all had on the 
doorstep, and from a survey 
done across Essex last year - 
which found almost half of res¬ 
idents didn’t feel safe at night - 
that it’s really important. 

“Clearly we would like Essex 
County Council to discover that 
themselves, or take alternative 
measures like installing LED 
lights, which would have saved 
money. But they haven’t, and 
they clearly aren’t going to 
respond to turning the lights 
back on. 

So it’s down to Harlow Coun-

cil to make a specific response 
based on the views of the people 
of Harlow.” 

County Hall introduced the 
part-night blackout, which 
affects more than 70 per cent of 
street lights across Essex, to 
save £6.5million by 2020 and to 
reduce carbon emissions and 
light pollution. 

Speaking on Thursday’s cab¬ 
inet opposition leader Cllr 
Andrew Johnson asked Cllr 
Clempner if Essex County 
Council had agreed the move. 

Cllr Clempner said he does 
not see why the council would 
not agree following discussions 
with its leader.

Wi-Fi woe hits paper ban 


Flats to be demolished 


PAPER agendas are still being printed by Harlow Council 
despite each member being given a tablet computers to access 
reports. 

The revelation came during questions from the public at 
Thursday’s Harlow Council cabinet meeting. Responding to a 
question, council leader Jon Clempner said the delay was 
caused by works to improve Wi-Fi. 

He said: “There has been a significant delay outside of the 
council’s control with the installation of a new Wi-Fi network. 

“The Wi-Fi installation is necessary to provide resilience 
and to ensure that agendas and other documents can be made 
fully accessible electronically at the meetings for councillors 
and members of the public.” 

Councillors were given tablets last year in a bid to save the 
authority money on printing costs. It was expected the move 
would save £32,000 a year. 


A BOARDED-UP block of flats 
is set to be transformed into 
new homes and improved 
parking for residents under 
plans unveiled by Harlow 
Council. 

Under the proposals agreed 
by the authority’s cabinet on 
Thursday, flats 1-21 Wissants 
will be demolished and the 
land used to provide homes for 
local people. 

Adjacent land will also be 
turned into new parking for 
the Wissants. All of the new 
homes will be allocated for 


rent to local people on 
Harlow’s housing needs 
register. 

The project will be a 
partnership between Harlow 
Council and Circle Housing 
South Anglia. 

The Wissants flat block 
building, often described by 
residents as an eyesore, has 
been boarded up since 2011. 
Since being empty the building 
has attracted anti-social 
behaviour and vandalism and 
has been a blight for local 
residents.

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Uni names sport hall 
after Olympian Acer 

Rower’s mother says honour is a ‘source of comfort and pride’

A NEW sports hall at the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford will be named 
after Olympic rower Acer Neth- 
ercott, who grew up in Harlow. 

The Olympic silver medal-win¬ 
ning cox and double boat race win¬ 
ner died of brain cancer in 2013 at 
the age of 35. 

The building will be the first 
phase in the £60m redevelopment 
of the university’s sports centre. 

His mother, Glynis Evans, said 
naming the hall after her son was 
“a source of comfort as well as one 
of huge pride”. 

Mr Nethercott went to school at 
Mark Hall Comprehensive and The 
Downs Primary School in Harlow. 

An Oxford University graduate 
with a doctorate in the Philosophy 
of Language, Mr Nethercott 
steered the British men’s eight to 
Olympic silver in Beijing in 2008. 

He also helped Oxford to two 
Boat Race wins in 2003 and 2005, 
but controversially lost to Cam¬ 
bridge in 2004 after a clash of 
blades. 

Despite his illness, Mr Nether¬ 
cott was in contention to cox the 
men’s eight for London 2012 before 
the role was given to Phelan Hill. 

Mrs Evans said: “The idea of

“He was respected for his work 
ethic, admired for his skills, and 
loved for his humanity. Always an 
open ear, or guiding light. A true 


role model sportsman. 

“His challenge for London 2012 
was taken from him, to be replaced 
so cruelly by his final challenge for 
survival. However through the 
gifts towards the Acer Nethercott 
Sports Hall he will be remembered, 
an inspiration and role model. He 
will continue to be a guiding light, 
the role he felt was most reward¬ 
ing.”

The greatest Briton of all time 


Fifty years ago the nation said a final farewell to Sir Winston Churchill 
who, as MP for Epping from 1924 to 1945, represented Harlow in the 
Commons. To mark the 50th anniversary of his death, the Star invited 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon to share his thoughts about a man who, in a 
2002 BBC poll, topped the list of the 100 Greatest Britons of all time.

“YOU may be a nice chap, Mr 
Halfon, but do you have any fire 
in your belly?” So asked the late 
David Thomas, a member of the 
committee of Harlow Conservat¬ 
ives when they were interviewing 
me back in 1999 on whether I 
should be the parliamentary can¬ 
didate for the constituency. 

Some weeks later David invited 
me to his home in Sheering. It was 
then I found out that both he and 
his wife Joyce, who only recently 
passed away, had been campaign 
agents for Winston Churchill 
when he had been the MP for 
Woodford from 1945 to 1964. 

David explained that Mr 
Churchill had previously been 
MP for the Epping constituency, 
which at that time included Old 
Harlow and the villages and ham¬ 
lets around Hastingwood, Match¬ 
ing, Roydon and Nazeing - all 
important parts of the Harlow 
constituency today. 

I remember one late winter’s 
evening in early 2000 David, who 
was a prolific author and his¬ 
torian, getting up from his chair 
and taking a book from a shelf. 
“This is a gift,” he said. “It tells 
you everything you need to know 
about Churchill as MP repres¬ 
enting the Harlow division. I 
know, because I wrote it.” 

The book was entitled 
Churchill, Member For Woodford: 
Part One, Epping, Part Two, 
Woodford. It is a book that I treas¬ 
ure and have by my side as I write 
this article for the Star, not just 
because of Churchill’s greatness 
but also because of David’s as a 
local historian. There is no better 


documentation of why we in Har¬ 
low and the surrounding villages 
should be proud to commemorate 
and celebrate Sir Winston’s 
Churchill representation of Har¬ 


low as MP, especially at this time 
when we remember the 50th 
anniversary of his death. 

David and Joyce were probably 
the last direct local party link 


with Churchill and it is no acci¬ 
dent that every year Harlow 
Conservatives hold an annual 
Churchillian dinner during 
which his portrait is put up on the 
wall wherever the event happens 
to take place. 

Many of us remember Winston 
Churchill because of his stand 
against appeasement and his 
defeat of Nazi Germany. 

Support 

Having had family members 
in Bergen-Belsen concentration 
camp, I know I would not be here 
today if Churchill had not taken a 
stand against Hitler’s plans to 
murder the world’s Jews, or the 
fact that he gave strong support to 
the creation of the State of Israel, 
as a place in which the Jewish 
people could protect themselves 
were another Holocaust - God for¬ 
bid - ever to happen again. 

But Churchill had another side 
to being a great war leader. He was 
as compassionate in his domestic 
politics as he was as aggressive 
against dictatorships. 

In 1923 and 1924, he spoke at 
public meetings which included 
Matching, Nazeing, Burnt Mill 
and Netteswell. But perhaps the 
most famous local venue was the 
Victoria Hall in Old Harlow. The

When I was first elected MP for 
Harlow in 2010,1 wrote to former 
Labour MP, Stan Newens, who

heads the excellent Harlow Civic 
Society, and to the chairman of 
the Victoria Hall Theatre, Chris¬ 
topher Jolles, with a photocopy of 
David Thomas’ writings about 
Churchill’s appearance at the 
theatre. 

I asked if we could commem¬ 
orate his speech at the theatre. To 
Stan’s enormous credit he agreed 
and in the summer of 2013, 
present and former MPs of Har¬ 
low - including my predecessor 
Bill Rammell - unveiled a blue 
plaque, which now adorns the out¬ 
side of this wonderful building 
with all its heritage and history. 

Compassion 

Churchill’s first election 
address in 1924 continued the 
theme of compassion for those 
most in need. “I have tried on all 
my occasions to do my duty by the 
country and to uphold its great¬ 
ness and sincerity,” he said. 

“I have also done my best to 
further the social betterment of 
the masses of people and to 
remove the barriers of privilege 
which impeded the enjoyment of 
the whole nation of the noble 
inheritance of British citizen¬ 
ship.” 

Interestingly, although he won 
the election easily with a majority 
of 9,763, that year was the first 
time a Socialist Party member had 
ever stood in Epping, beginning a 
long tradition of significant sup¬ 
port for both Conservatives and 
Labour in the area. 

But to return to the subject of 
his role against the Nazis, one of 
my favourite story’s about 


Churchill in Harlow is this. When 
Churchill was campaigning 
against Neville Chamberlain’s 
policies, his party HQ tried to get 
him de-selected. Nazeing party 
members were particularly upset 
about what they perceived as 
Churchill’s disloyalty to the 
Prime Minister. 

However, in 1939 a letter pub¬ 
lished in the local Express & Inde¬ 


pendent stated: “At a recent public 
meeting at Harlow... the largest I 
have ever seen during 35 years ... 
when I proposed a vote of con¬ 
fidence in Churchill it was 
received with acclamation and 
carried unanimously.” 

It is wonderful to know that on 
the eve of our darkest hour, when 
Churchill faced de-selection as 
our MP for his stance against 


appeasement, it was the residents 
of Harlow who stood tall and 
recognised he was right to warn 
of our need to confront Hitler. 

As we enter 2015, Churchill’s 
values are as relevant today as 
they were when he was our MP. 

As the West Essex Gazette 
reported on a local Churchill 
speech in November 1935: “Elect¬ 
ors of Essex, here we are a par¬ 


liamentary country. In my 
opinion this island, safe from 
foreign danger and oppression, 
might be the lighthouse to which 
all the nations of the world would 
look for guidance in a period of 
immense difficulty. 

“I believe in this country. We 
will have to set an example and 
render a service to humanity. I 
stand, first of all, for freedom.”

TEAMS of young footballers 
from Harlow marked the 100th 
anniversary of one of the most 
famous, and poignant, games 
of football in history 
The youngsters from Risden 
Wood Youth played three 
games to honour the memory 
of the British and German 
soldiers who, in December 
1914, called a Christmas Eve 


ceasefire and left the trenches 
to play a football match.

Afterwards, those who took 
part were presented with 
medals bearing the simple 
inscription T914-2014,1 
played’. 

“The young lads wanted to 


show their respect to the 
British and German troops 
who decided to have a truce 
during Christmas 1914,” said 
a club spokesman.

2014 and will also remember 
what the troops did during 
the ‘war to end all wars’ by 
playing a game of football.” 


The results of the games 
were 4-4 (under 11s), 5-4 (under

“We would like to say a big 
thank you to Paringdon 
Sports Club who hosted the 
event for us,” said the 
spokesman. “Without them 
we could not had used the 
artificial pitch.” 


Union anger at fire 
control ‘shambles’ 

FBU claims new 999 system is not fit for purpose

THE union representing firefighters has 
claimed repeated and multiple faults with 
the new state-of-the-art emergency control 
system had left the county fire service in a 
“state of turmoil”. 

Essex Fire and Rescue Service began 
using the new technology when it moved to 
its new control room at Kelvedon Park 
near Witham earlier this month. 

But the Fire Brigades Union claims it 
has been failing and sending the wrong 
appliances to blazes and other emergen¬ 
cies. 

It said some fire appliances had been 
listed as being unavailable while in fact 
firefighters were ready and prepared to 
attend incidents as usual. 

The FBU also claims that vehicles have 
been sent to wrong addresses, citing the 
example of fire engines from Harlow being 
dispatched to Colchester. 

As a result of the faults the union said 
control operators were force to revert to 
1950s-style methods, jotting notes on pads 
and informing fire station of emergencies 


by telephone. 

Alan Chinn-Shaw, secretary of the Essex 
Fire Brigades Union, said they were 
extremely concerned about the system fail¬ 
ures. 

“We have over 100 examples of problems 
with the new system and this is inevitably 
resulting in delays to fire appliances arriv¬ 
ing at fires and other emergencies,” he 
said. “This shambles is resulting in unne¬ 
cessary risks to both the public and to the 
firefighters attending these incidents. 

“The service was warned prior to the 
system being brought online that it wasn’t 
ready for use. Until these major problems 
are corrected the system is not fit for 
purpose.” 

However, Assistant Chief Fire Officer 
Paul Hill said that after 30 years operating 
one system, the changeover was going to be 
a huge undertaking with the added of 
working in an emergency situation with 
life at risk. 

“We have not missed a single incident or 
failed to mobilise to an incident since the 
switchover and the public should be reas¬ 
sured that if they dial 999 we will respond 
as we always have,” he said. “At no point 


was our 999 service to the public offline. 

“The same, highly trained operators are 
taking our emergency calls and it is test¬ 
ament to their training that when the 
system fails they are still able to perform 
what is a straightforward operation of 
taking a call and mobilising an appliance 
to it.” 

The service receives about 30 calls a day 
of which 40 per cent are false alarms. 

“It would be surprising if, with four 
control operators in the room at any one 
time, they could not handle effectively 15 
emergency situations over a 24-hour peri¬ 
od,” he added.. 

“We always anticipated some early teeth¬ 
ing problems despite the fact that exhaust¬ 
ive tests were carried out before the system 
went live, but of course some issues only 
came to light when used in a live envir¬ 
onment. We are now putting significant 
resources into finding solutions so the 
system will work as well as we know it 
can.” 

He said the system was one of the best of 
its kind and the first new generation mobil¬ 
ising system to be introduced in the UK fire 
and rescue service. 


Man fined for kicking police after wrongful arrest 


A MAN who kicked two police 
officers after being wrongly 
arrested on suspicion of drink¬ 
driving has been fined. 

Ben Darren Brinkley, of 
Ridgeways, Harlow, pleaded 
guilty at Chelmsford Magis¬ 
trates Court to two charges of 
assault. 

He was fined £40 on each and 
ordered to pay £85 costs with a 
£20 victim surcharge and £25 
compensation to each officer. 

Grace Court, prosecuting, 


told the court the officers were 
in Market Street, Old Harlow, 
on December 21 when they 
were flagged down by a mem¬ 
ber of public who reported an 
argument between two men 
next to a car with the engine 
running. 

The police were told that one 
of the men was believed to have 
been drinking. 

Miss Court said Brinkley 
was arrested and struggled told 
to get into the police vehicle. 


She continued: “Once inside 
he threw himself down and 
kicked out, hitting two officers 
with his legs.” 

The court was told that 
although police had suspected 
him of drink-driving, he had in 
fact been a passenger in a car 
driven by his girlfriend. 

Ben Davies, representing 
Brinkley, said: “He wasn’t in 
charge of the vehicle because 
he was a passenger with his 
girlfriend going to drive.

got into a state drinking too 
much at a Christmas party. 

“He thought he was being 
arrested for being drunk in 
charge but he was struggling 
and it wasn’t deliberate. It was 
out of character, he was of pre¬ 
vious good character. There 
were no lasting injuries to the 
officers. 

“He was told he could have 
walked away without being 
charged if he hadn’t behaved 
the way he did.”

Phone fraud gang 
preyed on elderly 

Posed as police officers to obtain victims’ bank details

FIVE men who carried out a series of 
telephone frauds in which they posed as 
police officers to trick their victims out of 
thousands of pounds have been jailed. 

St Albans Crown Court was told the 
gang made more than 1,200 cold calls to 
people across a wide area including Essex 
and stole more than £40,000 after they 
tricked 11 people into handing over bank 
cards and PIN numbers. 

One of their victims was an elderly 
woman in Bishop’s Stortford who lost 
more than £20,000 over the course of 30 
days when members of the group kept up 
the pretence and called her every day 
asking for more money. 

In all the offences they pretended to be 
police officers or bank staff and told their 
victims their bank accounts had been 
hacked by thieves. 

Two of the group acted as couriers and 
collected cards and PIN numbers which 
were used immediately at cash machines 


near their victim’s homes. 

As well as two offences in Essex - at 
Dedham on March 24 when £5,000 was 
taken and at Steeple Bumpstead on March 
30 when they stole £7,000 - they conned 
victims in Bishop's Stortford, Hastings, 
Bedford, Basingstoke and Thame. 

The five defendants - Mohammed Miah, 
21, of Kings Cross, Muhammad Ahmed, 22, 
of Gospel Oak; Motahir Rahman, 23, and 
Dedar Ali, 20, both of Kentish Town, and 
Mohammed Hussain 23, of Camden Town 
- all admitted conspiracy to defraud 
between March and July 2014. 

The court was told four of the men were 
arrested in July after search warrants 
were executed in north London during an 
operation by officers from the Eastern 
Regional Special Operations Unit which 
was set up a special task force to invest¬ 
igate the rapidly-spreading frauds. 

The fifth defendant was arrested in 
October. 

More than 80 officers from Essex, Hert¬ 
fordshire, Bedfordshire, Suffolk, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and the Metropolitan Police 


Service Police were involved in the 
searches of addresses in the Camden 
area. 

Numerous phones and computers were 
seized by the regional team, which was set 
up to investigate hundreds of similar 
frauds and attempted frauds being car¬ 
ried out across East Anglia. 

Passing sentence on Monday, judge 
Stephen Warner said the public had to 
have confidence that offences of credit 
card fraud would be properly investigated 
by the police. What the gang had done by 
impersonating the police and bank offi¬ 
cials had undermined that confidence. 

“These were mean and cynical offences 
deliberately planned to take advantage of 
the vulnerable and done to obtain fin¬ 
ancial gain,” he said. “Those who commit 
these offences can expect substantial 
terms of imprisonment.” 

Miah, Ali and Ahmed were each jailed 
for three years and seven months, Rah¬ 
man for three years and four months and 
Hussain for three years and nine 
months.

ESSEX is to receive 40 new defib¬ 
rillators as the East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
invests Elm on the equipment 
across the region.

Long-serving 
ex-councillor 
‘did so much 
for the town’ 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
former Labour councillor and 
community campaigner who has 
died at the age of 86. 

Pauline Bruce, who worked as 
a teacher after moving to Harlow 
with her husband, Ron, in the 
1960s, received a civic award in 
2000 in recognition of her 25 years 
of service on the council. 

This week Mr Bruce, 76, of Pri¬ 
ory Court, Harlow, described his 
wife of 54 years as a popular 
figure who leaves behind a “leg¬ 
acy will be remembered”. 

The couple first met in the 
Middle East when Ron was 
serving with the Army and Pau¬ 
line was teaching with the RAF. 
They moved to Harlow after they 
were married, settling in Monks- 
bury. 

“She was involved with so 
many things such as Women’s 
Aid and she was an original mem¬ 
ber of Harlow Well Woman 
Centre,” he said. “She also led a 
campaign to start a new sports 
centre and for Harlow Town FC to 
have a new stadium. 

“She was a teacher at Holy 
Cross Primary School until her 
retirement in the mid-80s. She 
was a great teacher and many 
people have fond memories of 
her.

“A lot of people would come up 
to us in the street and say ‘Hello, 
Mrs Bruce’. Although she didn’t 
always remember them, they 
remembered her.” 

However, Mr Bruce said it was 
for her service as a councillor 
which she will be best remem¬ 
bered. 

Her interest in the Labour 
Party began when the town’s MP, 


Stan Newens, called at their 
home while canvassing for the 
1972 general election. Soon after 
she began her own campaigning, 
drumming up support for the 
party which led to her being 
asked to stand as a councillor. 

Although her school commit¬ 
ments prevented her from doing 
so at the time, she was elected in 
1975 and went on to complete 25 
years of service. 

Mr Newens said: “Pauline was 
an extremely dedicated woman 
working for the people of Harlow. 
I was assisted by her in providing 
housing for the second gene¬ 
ration in Church Langley. 

“Both Pauline and her hus¬ 
band made considerable contri¬ 
butions to Harlow Labour Party 
and the town’s people.” 

Mr Bruce added: “She has done 
a lot of good in the town but didn’t 
want a fuss to be made,” said Mr 
Bruce. “A lot of people in the town 
have benefited from what she has 
done.” 

The couple have two daughters, 
two grandsons and two great- 
granddaughters. 

Mrs Bruce died in Princess 
Alexandra Hospital on January 
13. Her funeral was held at 
Parndon Wood Crematorium on 
Monday.

ith Valentine’s Day 
falling on a 
Saturday and the 
hottest film of the 
year, Fifty Shades

a better time for a sparkling rose, 
Provencal pink or sophisticated 
red to spark romance and 
passion. 

Here’s my pick of the bunch - 
with a couple of cocktails to set 
the tone first... 


LANIQUETINI 

If you desire an exotic cocktail 
to set the mood, a twist on the 
classic martini promises the 
perfect start to Valentine’s 
evening. Instead of vermouth, 
pour in a measure of Lanique 
(£24.95, 70cl, www.31dover.com) to 
unearth the scent of rose oil from 
this unique Prussian liqueur. An 
exquisite lipstick pink, it’s 
slightly sweet and can also be 
added to white wine. 

Ingredients: 25ml Lanique, 

15ml gin, lime twist 

Half-fill a mixing glass with 
ice. Add the Lanique and gin, stir 
well, then strain into a chilled 
martini glass. Garnish with a 
lime twist. 

RED BERRY CLUB 

A flavoured grape vodka you 
may not have tried before, Ciroc 
Red Berry (£37.50, 70cl, 
www.alexanderandjames.com) is 
infused with fresh raspberries 
and strawberries and if you 
fancy flirting with a sweet 
aperitif that’s remarkably 
similar to a Clover Club (a 
favourite in New York bars that’s 
made with gin), then it’s time to 
try its cheeky French cousin. 

■ 50ml Ciroc Red Berry, 25ml 
freshly squeezed lemon juice, 
15ml raspberry syrup, 1 egg 
white 

Half-fill a cocktail shaker with 


ice. Add the Ciroc Red Berry, 
lemon juice, raspberry syrup and 
egg white. Shake vigorously and 
strain into a chilled coupe. Zest 
lemon over the top and garnish 
with a raspberry. 

COMING UP ROSES 
The picturesque Loire Valley 
produces some lovely bubbly and 
fresh styles from Saumur such as 
Abesse Cremant De Loire Rose 
2012, France (£12.99, 
www.laithwaites.co.uk) - made 
in the traditional method, it can 
be beautifully expressive and 
offer excellent value. Made from 
cabernet franc grapes, it has a 
floral, fresh berry nose with a 
creamy palate and a fruit-filled 
freshness on the finish. 

FIT FOR A QUEEN 

A classy choice for the lady of 
the house, Royal Warrant holders 
GH Mumm are the official 
suppliers to Her Majesty the 
Queen and for an easy drinking 
rose, you can’t go wrong with a 
bottle of GH Mumm Cordon 
Rouge Rose, France (£33.59 from 
£41.99, now until March 17, 
Waitrose). A deep peachy pink 
with raspberry aromas, vibrant 
red fruits and a slight tartness 
on the flourish of a finish. 

UNDER LOCK AND KEY 

A sexy creation from Moet & 
Chandon, their limited edition 
‘Unfurl The Tie’ Rose Imperial 
Champagne, France (£110, 
www.selfridges.com, available 
end of January) comes in a 
stylish rounded case which 
pirouettes open to reveal a bottle 
of their rose, with a ‘Toasting 
Tie’ stand that holds two 
delicately stemmed, footless 
champagne flutes. 

PINK PERSUASION 
Cited by Decanter magazine as 
‘the perfect Provence Rose’, once 
you’ve poured a glass of Chateau 
Coussin Rose 2013, Cotes de 
Provence, France (£13, Oddbins) 
it won’t take much convincing 
that this wine is going to be 

utterly delicious. The 
colour is a pale, baby 
pink, the bouquet is

If you’ve been cracking the 
whip lately, this tongue-in-cheek 
label from one of Australia’s top 
winemakers should appease 
your loved one. A plush pinot 
that’s as smooth as a silk 
stocking, Ad Hoc Cruel Mistress 
Pinot Noir 2013, Western 
Australia (£15.49, 
www.strictlywine.co.uk) 
describe their wine as having 
“hints of lipstick and leather”, 
and it opens up with black 
cherries on the nose and is laced 
with sweet and sour cherry 
notes with an underlying 
savoury character, hint of oak, 
mild tannins and raspberry 
fruit echoing on the finish.

Strawberry and 
Almond Macaroons 

Macaroons are the perfect dessert to 
follow a romantic dinner and these 
strawberry and almond macaroons are 
particularly light and fluffy, the perfect 
sweet treat. 

SERVES: 6 - 8 

Preparation time: 1 hour 
Cooking time: 15-20 minutes 

Ingredients 

For the macaroons 
4 large egg whites 
175g icing sugar 
170g ground almonds 
30ml water 
170g caster sugar 
For the filling 

200g butter (at room temperature) 
lOOg icing sugar 

10 Viva strawberries hulled and sliced 

Method 

Preheat the oven to 170°C fan/ 150°C. 
Place 2 of the egg whites in a large bowl, 
sift in the icing sugar and ground 
almonds and mix into a paste. 

Place the water and caster sugar in a 
small pan, and bring to the boil. The 
syrup needs to reach 118°C. 

While the syrup is boiling, whisk the 2 
remaining egg whites until stiff, ideally 
using an electric whisk. Pour the hot 
syrup slowly into the egg whites, 
whisking all the time. Continue whisking 
until the mixture is thick glossy and cool - 
the syrup will cook the eggs. 

With a spatula, gently stir the syrup and 
egg whites mixture with the sugar, and 
almond paste until the two mixtures are 
combined. 

Place the mixture into a piping bag and 
pipe out equal rounds onto a baking tray 
lined with greaseproof paper. Don’t worry 
if all the mix doesn’t fit on the tray, you 
can cook it in batches. 

Allow the macaroons to sit for 20-30 
minutes so they can form a skin. Cook 
the macaroons for 15-20 minutes and 
then allow to cool on the tray for 10 
minutes. 

For the filling, beat the butter and icing 
sugar together until light and fluffy. 
Sandwich the macaroons together with 
two slices of Viva strawberries and a little 
buttercream.

Line a 1 litre loaf tin with cling film and 
pour the mixture in.

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Point of play THROWN 
by amount of fighting 


HE usual school hall of Burnt 
Mill Academy was turned into 
a wrestling ring on Friday 
evening as the stage was set 
for the highly anticipated first 
night of a stage show I’d been promised 
was like nothing I’d ever seen. 

Living with Luke is the story of 
alpha-male man’s man Steve Hannam 
and his real life relationship with his 
autistic son told through a narrative of 
wrestling bouts. 

Adapted from his blogs, Steve, a 
former semi-pro wrestler dressed-up as 
alter-ego Danson Thunderbolt, is pitted 
up against an equally burly opponent 
dressed in black, who represents and 
embodies autism. 

When Steve sees some success in his 
relationship with Luke he’s able to 


keep the opponent at bay, but all too 
often the figure over-powers his 
resilience and throws, punches and 
head-butts his superiority. 

With his life becoming ever more 
miserable Steve begins to realise that 
for all his macho strength this is one 
fight he’ll never win- but as the 
brilliant final scene shows, he just has 
to keep fighting and make the most of 
life’s small victories. 

The play serves its purpose very 
well, and you can really feel for 
increasingly isolated Steve as he 
suffers the rejection, contempt, 
violence and absentness of his son. 

It pays testament to how truthful and 
heartfelt the play is that so many of 
Harlow’s political elite were on the 


guest list, and there was a real message 
that more needs to be done to help 
families suffering with an autistic 
child. 

One member of the audience said 
afterwards: “The play was incredibly 
powerful and moving, not only in 
portraying the challenges that are 
faced by those who have autism and 
their families but also in showing what 
friends and the wider community can 
do to support those with autism.” 

Even for those not directly affected 
by autism, Living With Luke is 
definitely worth a watch. Ben 
Maytham, playing Luke, is the shows 
secret weapon and played the character 
so well that many of the audience could 
not believe he was not autistic. His 
communication, or lack of, with Steve 


in the shows vital narrative sections gives 
the play soul and draws you in. 

However, the narrative parts often seem 
too much like an appreciated respite from 
the non-stop wresting action. While 
performing the play in the ring is a great 
idea, it can all feel a bit too long winded. 
Having Steve and fellow semi-pro wrestler 
Paul Tyrrell is an asset, but their fighting 
skills are used to the extent their throws 
and brawls become tiresome. 

Davies has plans to take the show into 
Bishops Stortford and Clacton, but a 
bigger challenge will be to raise the £1,500 
needed to perform at Colchester’s Lights 
Up festival.

Laughs aplenty at music hall 


FULL OF JOYS OLD TIME MUSIC HALL 
MOOT HOUSE PLAYERS 

NEVER mind full of joys - full of groans 
would have been a more appropriate 
description for this cheerful production. 
Cheesier than the cheesiest cheeseburger, 
it creaked into Moot Hall laden with 
predictable acts and execrable gags. 

But this was old time music hall and 
that's what you get with old time music 
hall. It's a well-worn and familiar brand and 
if you can accept that, it has enormous 
power to entertain. 

Moot House Players revived Full of Joys 
during their last season after a gap of more 
than 20 years and the show was so 
popular that they decided to give it another 
outing. And judging by the response from 
Saturday's lively audience, it was a very 
good decision. They laughed in all the right 
places, they groaned in all the right places 
and they sang all the familiar old songs 
with gusto. 

Presided over once again by “Your 
magnificently moustachioed chairman” 
Michael Branwell, who also directed, the 
performers delivered a programme of 


song, dance and comedy across “three 
halves”. 

The middle “half” consisted of a 
melodrama The Maid's Revenge or The 
Avenger's Revenge Avenged, written by 
Players' stalwart Jenny Southwell. A zanily 
convoluted Victorian tale of love, mistaken 
identity and Transylvanian treachery, this 
raised many a laugh. 

There were solo songs from Rosalind 
Barron, Ruth Lewis, John McNamara, 

Kevin Smith, Jenny Southwell and Michael 
Rees while Suggers and Spencer (alias 
Geoff and Jacqui Leeds) delivered period 
duets in style. Unfortunately, not all the 
performers taking part had the strongest of 
singing voicesbut 

Nevertheless the audience joined in 
enthusiastically with the company's 
sing-along choruses while pianist Joel 
Goodman provided versatile 
accompaniment.

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Backstage with 
super SHAUN 


OXES of miniature mouths are poking 
out of a drawer. Over in the corner, a 
minuscule bottle of wine is delicately 
squeezed into place on a tiny restaurant 
shelf, while in another room, hangs a 
startling photo collage of people with mullet 
hairdos, glaring into the distance. 

This is Aardman Studios. Home of Wallace & 
Gromit, Chicken Run - and now Shaun The Sheep 
The Movie. 

And while the exterior of the building, situated 
on an industrial estate on the outskirts of Bristol 
and described by Aardman co-founder Peter Lord 
as the “grey box“, is clinically ho-hum, it belies 
the magic inside. 

I was lucky enough to be invited in for a 
glimpse, and meet some of the 100-strong team 
grafting away on bringing Shaun The Sheep to 
the big screen. 

Like all Aardman films, the movie is an 
easy-to-love tale. Fed up with the hard work 
involved with being a sheep at Mossy Bottom 
Farm, under the nominal supervision of Farmer 
and Bitzer, his well-meaning but ineffectual 
sheepdog, Shaun decides to give himself a day off. 

Events rapidly escalate out of control though, 
and Shaun’s mischief inadvertently leads to the 
hapless Farmer being taken away from the farm. 

Having been crowned the nation’s favourite 
children’s character by a Radio Times poll, there’s 
plenty of appetite to see the fleecy one on screen. 

“It was a fantastic honour,” says Richard 
Starzak, better known as ‘Golly’, who, along with 
Mark Burton, wrote and directed the movie and 
“effectively devised” the CBeebies series based on 
the character. 

“Children love the idea of the sheep getting one 
over on the farmer,” adds Burton. “There’s a little 
metaphor there, of the children getting one over 
on adults. I think they love that sense of 
mischief.” 

With the kids’ TV series shown in 170 
countries, and boasting over five million friends 
of Facebook, Shaun, who first appeared in 
Wallace & Gromit short A Close Shave, is long 
overdue his own film. 

Taking into account that each animator 
produces an average of two seconds’ worth of 
footage every day, doing things the long way is the 
only way with stop animation 

“It’s taken three years to make the film,” 
explains Burton. “It’s hard work, but it’s 
fantastic.” 

Between them, Golly and Burton look after 20 
units, where the 17 full-time animators could be 
tasked with anything from re-fleecing one of the 
flock, laying out teeny tablecloths at model 
restaurants, or papering the wall of a miniature 
train station with a poster advertising a 
restorative cup of Gulpa Coffee. But even 
seemingly small decisions take a long time when 
you’re working with plasticine. 

“When you design a character, the clothes 
they’re wearing matter quite a bit, because if they 
change clothes, you generally have to re-sculpt 


them,” explains producer Julie Lockhart. 

To keep the models and the animators’ hands 
clean, there are stacks of baby wipes everywhere: 
“They’re the best for getting off plasticine,” 
explains one modeller, as she selects a new mouth 
for a passer-by in a scene. 

Just as important is ensuring everyone is 
reading from the same hymn sheet, so to speak. 
And considering it took five months to build the 
restaurant, which will be on-screen for around 
five or six minutes, there’s little room for error. 

To avoid this, Golly and Burton act out scenes 
in front of a camera. Useful as this is, especially 
in “finding those little bits of magic, the things 
you can’t talk through 4 ', it does mean they find 
certain models end up bearing a resemblance to 
them. 

“The farmer’s Golly,” says Burton, laughing. 
“Your own body language is so strong, it comes 
through. On a Friday evening, the crew gets 
together for a beer, and usually the editors find 
the most embarrassing things we’ve had to do 


throughout the week.” 

“So we have to watch ourselves snogging, 
bending over, showing our backsides...” 

Challenging - or embarrassing - as that is, the 
other big hurdle was making an impactful story 
about the “preciousness of family life with a few 
fart gags in it” without any dialogue, save for the 
odd 1,589 ‘baas’, that is. 

Did they ever want to cheat a little and add 
some language? 

“All the time,” says Golly with a smile. “All the 
time, I’d think, ‘I just want it to say...’” 

“What’s interesting to us is, there’s a maxim 
that when you watch a well-known film, you 
could watch it without the sound on and still get 
the story,” adds Burton. “We tried to create a 
really emotional big story, with a beginning, 
middle and end. There have only been a few 
places where we’ve thought, ‘Ooh, it would be 
lovely to cheat here’. It’s been a tough challenge 
at times, but it’s been really interesting.”

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Mike's TV Film of the Week 

DRAMA: THE LAST DETAIL, Film4, Saturday, February 6, 1.15am 

By the time his dazzling supporting turn in Easy Rider made 
Jack Nicholson an ‘overnight sensation’ in 1969, he had been 
knocking around Hollywood for more than a decade without 
much to show for it. 

The box office success of Dennis Hopper’s counterculture 
classic blew the minds of the bosses at the major studios, who 
were reeling from a string of mega-budget flops - they didn’t 
know what the hell it was, but they knew it cost peanuts and 
made millions. 

So began the ‘second golden age’ of Hollywood, and 
Nicholson was its poster boy. 

In those glorious next few years, he starred in Five Easy 
Pieces, Carnal Knowledge, The King Of Marvin Gardens, 
Chinatown, One Flew Over The Cuckoo’s Nest and The Missouri 
Breaks. 

That’s an extraordinary list, and Nicholson was brilliant in 
them all - there wasn’t a better or more exciting actor working in 
movies - but possibly his finest performance came in 1973’s 
The Last Detail. 

He plays Billy ‘Badass’ Buddusky, one of two US Navy ‘lifers’ 

- the other is Mulhall (Otis Young) - charged with escorting 
another sailor 600 miles to the Naval prison at Portsmouth. 

Buddusky is cocky, belligerent, profane, but with a 
sentimental streak, while Mulhall is a weary cynic. 

Their charge, the hulking teenage sad-sack Meadows (Randy 
Quaid), is so passive he’s hardly there. One of life’s losers - he’s 
been sentenced to eight years for trying to steal a collection box 
containing $40 because it was for the CO’s wife’s favourite 
charity - the kleptomaniac Meadows is blandly accepting of his 
fate. 

His escorts, who have a week to carry out their task, at first 
plan to get him to jail as soon as possible so they can have a 
few days off. But Buddusky starts to feel sorry for Meadows and 
persuades a reluctant Mulhall that they should try and show the 
kid a good time before he gets locked up. Of course, for 
Buddusky, a good time means getting drunk, getting laid and 
getting into fights with Marines. 

Directed by Hal Ashby from a script by Robert Towne - a 
superb job by both - The Last Detail has a unique feel to it. 

It’s very entertaining and often riotously funny, with fabulous 
performances all round - it’s a huge tribute to Young and Quaid 
that they aren’t blown off the screen by Nicholson - but 
ultimately it’s a downer of almost cosmic proportions, shot in 
colour that’s had all the life drained out of it. 

It wouldn’t have been possible at any other time in 
Hollywood’s history, just like Jack.

DuVernay honours the memory 
of the leader of the U.S. Civil 
Rights Movement with this 
impassioned biopic. 

While there are lingering 
doubts about the historical 
accuracy of Selma, the emotional 
wallop the film delivers is 
beyond question. 

In particular, the recreation of 
the iconic march over the 
Edmund Pettus Bridge chills the 
blood. 

Oxford-born actor David 
Oyelowo delivers a breakout 


performance replete with 
Georgia accent as the activist. 

He is mesmerising and would 
surely have been in Oscar 
contention as Best Actor later 
this month had Paul Webb’s 
script gifted him a few more 
barnstorming speeches. 

DuVernay opens with a 
chilling act of violence that 
exemplifies racial tensions of the 
era. 

In 1960s America, political 
bureaucracy and prejudice deny 
the African-American electorate 
the chance to vote in the 
forthcoming election in which 
President Lyndon B Johnson 
(Tom Wilkinson) hopes to be 
returned to the White House by 
the people. 

Martin Luther King Jr 
(Oyelowo) entreats the President 
to right this democratic wrong 
but Johnson and his adviser Lee 
C White (Giovanni Ribisi) don’t 
consider voting rights to be high 
on their list of priorities. 

So King and his team head to 


the community of Selma, 
Alabama to lead a peaceful 
protest march with their friends 
from the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee 
(SNCC). 

The President seeks a private 
audience with J Edgar Hoover 
(Dylan Baker), the first Director 
of the FBI, to discuss how to 
remove this thorn from his side. 

“We can weaken the dynamic, 
dismantle the family,” explains 
Hoover, referring to tensions 
between King and his wife 
Coretta Scott King (Carmen 
Ejogo). 

In Selma, local police under 
the jurisdiction of Governor 
George Wallace (Tim Roth) 
attack protesters with batons as 
TV cameras capture the 
brutality for horrified viewers. 

Consequently, pressure grows 
on Johnson to intervene while 
King takes temporary leave of 
his wife and family to spearhead 
a second march. 

Selma skilfully ebbs and flows 


between events in Alabama and 
Washington, relentlessly 
cranking up the tension between 
figures on both sides of the 
debate. 

Oyelowo is supported by a 
terrific ensemble cast including 
Ejogo as the dutiful wife, who 
stands by her man despite his 
dalliances away from home. 

“Do you love me?” coolly asks 
Coretta in one of the film’s most 
memorable scenes. “Do you love 
the others?” 

Roth chews scenery as the 
Governor who believes 
resistance should be met with 
extreme force, while Wilkinson 
brings a touch of desperation to 
the most powerful man on 
Capitol Hill. 

Luther King Jr had a dream 
and through the lens of 
DuVernay’s film, we are minded 
that we must all continue to 
chase it.

IF all publicity is good publicity, then Seth 
Rogen and Evan Goldberg's contentious 
action comedy has been a marketing dream. 

The film monopolised column inches and 
airtime last year after hackers calling 
themselves Guardians of Peace attacked 
Sony Pictures, releasing confidential data 
about employees and A-list stars on the 
company's roster. 

The scale of the cyber attack against a 
corporation with a strong technology 
pedigree was dizzying, culminating in 
threats against American cinema chains that 
were planning to screen The Interview. 

After all of the brouhaha and vociferous 
debate about free speech, The Interview 
turns out to be a crass, lumbering and 


toothless political satire. 

Trey Parker and Matt Stone's bad taste 
puppet satire Team America: World Police 
trampled over similar ground in 2004 with 
considerably more gumption and style. 

Their marionettes jumped to a pulsating 
soundtrack of original songs including 
Freedom Isn't Free, but all The Interview can 
muster is James Franco caterwauling Katy 
Perry. 

“Baby, you're a firework,” he croons. 

No, baby you're a damp squib. 

Dave Skylark (Franco) is the gregarious 
host of entertainment show Skylark Tonight, 
which prides itself on headline-grabbing 
celebrity exposes. 

Long-time producer Aaron Rapaport (Seth 
Rogen) learns that Kim Jong-un (Randall 
Park), Supreme Leader of North Korea, is an 
ardent fan of the show, so he casually 
approaches the President's advisors for an 
on-air interview. 

Miraculously, the notoriously secretive 
regime agrees. 


“All questions will be supplied by the 
Supreme Leader,” confirms the President's 
right-hand woman Sook Yung Park (Diana 
Bang). 

Shortly before they depart for Pyongyang, 
Dave and Aaron meet with CIA Agent Lacey 
(Lizzy Caplan), who wants the duo to poison 
Kim with ricin during their audience. 

The lads agree, but the covert operation 
gradually falls apart when Lacey discovers 
her inside men are buffoons. 

The Interview starts promisingly with a 
North Korean anthem awash with politically 
incorrect lyrics against the west and a 
Skylark Tonight episode devoted to rapper 
Eminem, who outs himself during a chat 
with Dave about his homophobic lyrics. 

"I've been leaving a breadcrumb trail of 
gayness," explains the rapper, bounding out 
of the closet. 

The uncomfortable giggles end there and 
for the next 90 minutes, Dan Sterling's script 
careens from one clumsy homophobic 
interlude to the next. 
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YOU have probably seen 
pictures of them in books or 
on TV Now the first colony 
of beavers found living in the 
wild in England for 
hundreds of years are going 
to be allowed to stay. 

It was a year ago that 
these water-loving creatures 
were first discovered on a 
stretch of the River Otter in 
Devon. 

It had been thought 
beavers had become extinct 
five centuries ago when they 
were hunted for their fur 
and oil.

has agreed to allow them to 
stay where they are. For the 
next five years they will be 
watched over by the 
Devon Wildlife Trust in 
the first project of its 
kind. 

Peter Burgess, of 
the Devon Wildlife 
Trust, said the 
beavers could have 
a positive impact 
on the local 
environment by 
reducing numbers 
of trees growing 
along the river 
banks, improving 
light levels and 
reducing the risk of 
flooding. 

“It is a really important 
day for conservation in 
England,” he added. “We are 
looking forward to making 
this trial a success.” 



■ There are two species of 
beaver - the North American 
and the European. 

■ Beavers can remain 
underwater without breathing 
for up to 15 minutes and swim 
up to 5mph. 

■ Beavers have a set of 
transparent eyelids which 
enable them to see under 
water. 

■ Beaver build their homes, 
called lodges, from branches 
and mud. They are positioned 
in open water and have 
underwater entrance holes. 

■ Beavers are among the 
largest rodents on earth. 

Their large teeth never stop 
growing and they constantly 
gnaw on wood to keep them 
from becoming too long. 

■ Beaver lodges usually 
contain two dens, one for 
drying off and the other where 
the family live. 

■ A beaver uses its tail as a 
rudder, as a lever to drag 
branches and to slap on the 
water to warn of danger.

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10 SECOND REVIEW: 

BMW always said it wouldn’t go 
front-wheel drive but it’s caved in with 
the 2 Series Active Tourer. It also 
marks a first foray into the 
compact MPV market and goes 
head to head with the 
Mercedes B-Class. Certain 
things are traditional 
BMW. A lot of money’s 
been spent on 
engines and 
chassis 
development. 



TESTED 


I n 2006 BMW ran an 
advertisement in many 
popular magazines. It 
featured a rabbit with puny 
back legs and outlandishly 
big front legs which looked 
plain wrong, underlined with 
the caption “That’s why we 
don’t have front wheel drives.” 

The message was clear - cars 
that sent their power to the 
front wheels were inherently 
second rate, an exercise in 
cost-cutting. Fast forward eight 
years and BMW has revealed 
the 2 Series Active Tourer, its 
first front wheel drive car. 

Some may call that hypocrisy 
while others recognise that 
BMW needs to adapt to a 
changing marketplace. It’s also 


true that BMW has been 
building and selling front-wheel 
drive cars for years, albeit with 
MINI badges rather than BMW 
roundels on their noses. 

The other thing strange about 
the 2 Series Active Tourer is 
that BMW’s product policy 
seemed to suggest that the 
odd-numbered model lines 
would be the more practical 
cars while the even-numbered 
vehicles would be the sleek 
coupes and convertibles. 

Yet here was a compact MPV, 
possibly the least racy looking 
car in the portfolio being badged 
a 2 Series. Stranger things have 
happened but we just can’t 
think of one right now. 


The 2 Series Active Tourer 
launches with a choice of three 
transversely-mounted engines 
developed from the same 
modular source. Even the entry 
level petrol engine has a bit of 
zip to it, the 136PS 1.5-litre 
three-cylinder 218i getting to 
62mph in less than 10 seconds. 

Step up to the 2.0-litre 
four-cylinder turbo engine in 
the 225i and you’re looking at a 
231PS unit that’s got some real 
punch. Give this one the full 
beans and 62mph will vanish in 
just 6.8 seconds. Maybe the 2 
Series badge wasn’t such an 
aberration. Should you prefer 
something a bit more sedate, try 
the 150 PS 2.0-litre diesel in the 
218d. 


Just because this vehicle 
drives the front wheels doesn’t 
mean that BMW has decided to 
go on a manic cost-cutting 
frenzy. Where you might expect 
to find a compact torsion beam 
rear suspension, BMW has 
instead fitted a much more 
complex and expensive 
multi-link rear end. It’s almost 
as if the Bavarians are 
overcompensating for 
something. 

The 2 Series Active Tourer 
also benefits from a chassis 
where weight has been taken 
out where possible with the use 
of ultra-high strength steels in 
key stress points. The result is 
that the kerb weight of the 218i 
is a mere 1,320kg. That’s only 


two kilos more than a 1.4-litre 
Vauxhall Meriva. A six-speed 
manual comes as standard but 
there are six-speed and 
eight-speed automatics on offer. 

This is a compact MPV and, 
as such, it’s fairly inevitable 
that the basic shape is going to 
be somewhat generic. Cover the 
badges and grille and most 
would probably identify this as 
a Mercedes. The details are 
nicely executed but this remains 
one of the more conservative 
designs. 

Compared to something like a 
Citroen C4 Picasso, this one’s 
very toned down. 

Some of the most fascinating 
aspects of this car’s execution 


aren’t immediately obvious. The 
three-cylinder 1.5-litre petrol 
engine also sees service in 
vehicles as diverse as the BMW 
i8 hybrid supercar and the 
MINI. Ignore the 2 Series name 
for a bit as this car doesn’t 
share its underpinnings with 
the 2 Series Coupe. Instead, it 
runs on a lengthened version of 
the MINI chassis with the 
wheelbase extended to 2,670mm. 

This car was launched in 
five-seat form but BMW has 
developed a seven-seat version. 

For a company with no real 
track record in MPVs, the 
Munich maker has clearly been 
studying what works in rival 
cars.

■ LOOKING after your car is always important at any time of year but when we’re in 
the grip of winter, it’s vital that you stay on top of maintenance to ensure safe and 
hassle free motoring. 

If your car is more than five years old, make sure you check the battery. Those 
freezing mornings can drain the last bit of power from any weak car battery. Even if it 
is relatively new, you should inspect it regularly. You might want to consider investing 
in a battery conditioner/charger, especially if your motor is being garaged over the 
winter. Unlike normal chargers, battery conditioners can detect the exact condition of 
the battery. 

Ensure your cooling system has the correct concentration and level of antifreeze. 
Most manufacturers recommend an oil change every 5,000 to 15,000 miles or once a 
year, whichever comes first. Changing the oil and filter before harsh winter weather is 
the single most important step in prolonging your vehicle's engine life. 

It might sound obvious but check your tyres. If there are any that need replacing, 
don’t put it off. Worn tyres won't give you the traction you need on wet, icy roads. Do 
the same with your windscreen wipers and replace them if there's any sign of wear. 
Make sure you have plenty of windscreen wash and think about adding a winter 
screen wash which will help cut through road salt, grime and mud. 

Salt is one of your car’s worst enemies so try and wash your car as often as possible 
during the winter months taking care to rinse the underside too. 

It’s always worthwhile carrying a bottle of de-icer in your car as well as having one in 
the house (in case your locks freeze).

fastest 
200m time 
this year 

WATCH out Usain Bolt _ 
Harlow’s Sam Watts is coming to 
get you! 

The former Harlow Athletic 
Club member (pictured above), 
now studying at university in 
the USA, clocked the fastest 
200m time so far this year, when 
he competed in New Mexico on 
Saturday. 

Racing in Albuquerque, the 
former Leventhorpe School 
student ran an astonishing time 
of 20.69sec in his first 
competitive race of the season. 

That smashed the 22-year-old’s 
previous personal best by more 
than .35 seconds to start the year 
with a bang. 

Watts, who now studies in 
America at the Texas Christian 
University, told the Star: “This 
weekend was a great weekend 
for me. 

“If I'm going to be honest I said 
to my training partner before the 
meet that I just wanted to run 
20.99, just anything with a 20 in 
front of it. 

“After a hard fall [autumn] 
focusing a lot on the mental and 
the technical aspect of 
competing, I knew that I had a 
chance of running well. 

“Practice has been going well 
and I had been running a lot of 
training bests, but nothing to 
indicate I would run 20.6 
seconds. 

“I had my training partner 
and room mate Ronnie Baker in 
lane six and I was in lane five so 
I knew he would be able to help 
me to a good time. 

“We were just laughing and 
joking around on the start line 
because this year I feel a lot 
more confident in my ability and 
I’m able to relax a lot more 
before the start of a race. 

“I think this had a massive 
impact on my performance. 

“After I crossed the line and 
looked up at the clock I couldn’t 
believe what I was seeing.” 

In a fantastic step forward for 
Watts, he admitted that he is 
now starting to reap the rewards 
of all his hard work. “I've never 
been much of an indoor runner 
and I could never have imagined 
I’d ever be leading the world 
rankings, let alone indoors. 

“But I’ve been working really 
hard now and after a few really 
difficult years I finally feel like 
I’m getting back into my ways 
and settling into the intense 
competition they have here [in 
America] and I think that it’s 
really helped push me to the next 
level.”

HARLOW Penguins continued 
their success at the Essex County 
Championships, with another 
medal feast. 

The Championships are com¬ 
peted over three weekends across 
a four-week period. 

At the second weekend at 
Southend, Penguins swimmers 
achieved three individual and one 
team gold medal. 

Bradley Veitch has been in 
dominant form in the freestyle 
events and last weekend was vic¬ 
torious in the 15/U 100m freestyle 
in a time of 55.55sec. 

Bradley just missed out on a 
gold double, narrowly losing the 
15/U 100m butterfly in a time of 
lmin 02.24 to claim silver, and 
then somewhat unexpectedly 
came fourth in the 100m breast¬ 
stroke in a time of 1:15.30. 

Alessandro Rioda experienced 
the highs and lows of swimming. 

After losing out in the 100m 
freestyle he bounced back in no 
uncertain terms to take the 100m 
backstroke in a time of 1:15.74, a 
time that ranks him number two 
in the UK. 

Versatility 

Alessandro showed his versat¬ 
ility by claiming second in the 
100m breaststroke in a time of 
1:30.20. 

Carys Brealey continued her 
dominance of the sprint freestyle 
events. 

Having already won the 50m 
event on the first weekend, she 
stormed to the 11/U 100m free¬ 
style championship, winning in 
1:05.83, a time that puts her top of 
the GB rankings. 

Carys also claimed silver 
medals in the 100m backstroke 
(1:17.57) and in a close fought race 
in the 100m breaststroke 
(1:30.68). 

Penguins’ senior men’s squad 
(Karl Batorski, Mason Arnold, 


Jamie McLaughlin and Lee 
Baker) confirmed their number 
one ranking in Essex in a storm¬ 
ing race in a time of 1:36.06. 

There is no doubt Penguins 
have strength in depth in this 
event, with the club’s B team also 
qualifying for the final. 

Max McAuliffe claimed silver 
in the 10/U 100m freestyle in 
1:09.33 and then had to swim 
slightly further to gain bronze in 
the 400m freestyle in 5:16.56. 

Hayden Thomas was second in 
the 17/Over 100m breaststroke in 
a new best time of 1:07.69. 

Mason Arnold finished third in 
the 17/0 100m butterfly in 58.93. 


Filip Kusnir went under the 
minute barrier for the 100m free¬ 
style (59.87) for the first time in 
the 15/U final. 

Head coach Martin Stringer 
explained: “A really pleasing 
aspect to Penguins’ success at 
counties is the number of swim¬ 
mers who are achieving finals, 
many of them for the first time 
and as a result achieving regional 
qualifying times. 

“Celeste Andrew is rapidly 
developing into an excellent back- 
stroke prospect and her time of 
1:11.09 in achieving fourth place 
in the 100m backstroke gives her a 
second regional qualifying time. 


“First time finalists included 
Callum Wright whose 1:24.85 in 
the 13/U 100m breaststroke gave 
him sixth place and a regional 
time. 

“Caitlin Mascall was touched 
out of a medal, her time of 1:19.99 
in the 15/U 100m breaststroke is a 
huge improvement on her pre¬ 
vious best. 

“The achievements at the week¬ 
end further confirmed the pro¬ 
gress swimmers are making, 
perhaps most significant is the 
fact that we now have three times 
more regional qualifiers in the 
club than we had just two years 
ago and there is undoubtedly 


more to come in the final weekend 
of the Championships.” 

Penguins’ other finalists were: 
Silvester Havrillay 4th 400m free¬ 
style and 5th 400m individual 
medley (both regional qualifying 
times); Lee Baker 5th in the 17/0 
100m freestyle (53.82); Keir Rees 
6th 13/U 100m freestyle (1:06.27); 
Lauren Nelson 14/U 100m breast¬ 
stroke (1:25.29); Kyle Panton in the 
17/Over 100m breaststroke 
(1:11.75); Charlotte Barton 17/0 
100m butterfly (1:11.33); Kirsty 
Vears 17/0 100m breaststroke 
(1:21.34); Kitty Jarvis 800m free¬ 
style 11:12.78 (beating her PB by 34 
seconds).
